MADRID, Feb. 21.—Civil guards 
killed two extremist rioters and 
wounded 10 more at Bollullos del 
Condado, Huelva province, today, 
raising the total of election dead 
to 27 persons. 

The new leftist government of 
Manuel Azana was forced to de¬ 
clare martial law in many com¬ 
munities as a result of increased 
rioting by the celebrating Left¬ 
ists. 

Guards, Troops Active 

Civil guards and troops were ac¬ 
tive everywhere, attempting to 
restore order while hundreds of 
political' prisoners were released 
from jails. 

Red flags were raised by Com¬ 
munists in several isolated vil¬ 
lages. 

The killings at Bollullos del 
Condado were nrecipitated by a 
crowd of extremists who attacked 
conservatives of the village. 

One of the men wounded in last 
night's riot in Barcelona died to¬ 
day. 

Machine (inns Used 

One hundred guards, armed with 
machine guns, were dispatched to 
the town of Ecija, in the far south¬ 
western province of Huelya, where 
Communists proclaimed a Soviet 
state and raised their red flag. 

Police clashed with another 
group of demonstrators, display¬ 
ing the red flag in Hoyo Pinares, 
Avila province, and one woman 
was killed there. 

The government decided to ask 
President Niceto Alcala Zamora's 
signature to a derree authorizing 
the cabinet to submit to the per¬ 
manent parliamentary committe* 
the question of an immediate am¬ 
nesty for all political prisoners.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. (JP 
The house today wrote a strong 
consumer - protection amendment 
into the new farm bill and pushed 
the measure ahead toward pas¬ 
sage tonight. 

The amendment was proposed 
by Representative McCormack 
(D-Mass ). It would direct the 
secretary of agriculture to work 
toward a pre-war "parity” income 
for the farmer without discourag¬ 
ing production to a point below 
the 1920-29 average domestic con¬ 
sumption. Accepted by Chairman 
Jones (P-Tex.) of the agriculture 
committee, the consumer proviso 
was along the lines of the Wagner 
amendment defeated by a wide 
margin in the senate. 

President Roosevelt said today 
the tax bill to finance the new 
farm program would be formulat¬ 
ed finally after his return next 
week from his home in Hyde Park.

TRENTON, N. J. Feb 21. 1/P) 
Reported fresh evidence fixing 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann anew 
as the writer of the Lindbergh 
ransom notes, collapsed today at 
the same time that Gov. Harold 
G. Hoffman reiterated he has no 
intention of granting a second 
reprieve to the condemned man. 

The handwriting "evidence" was 
supposedly discovered in the of¬ 
fice of Col. Mark O. Kimberling, 
warden of the state prison, by a 
subordinate who said he detected 
a similarity between the letter 
"P" in the ransom notes and the 
same character in letters written 
by Hauptmann since he had been 
in the death house. 

Colonel .Selby (George Selby, 
chief deputy) received a note writ¬ 
ten by Hauptmann," Colonel Kim¬ 
berling said. "He found a let¬ 
ter ‘P’ he thought looked like that 
in the ransom notes. I don’t agree 
then* is a similarity or that there 
is any resemblance. The hand¬ 
writing has not been referred to 
an expert and will not be. There 
is no need for it." 

Governor Hoffman, in a formal 
statement, said he was "more 
convinced than ever" by Haupt¬ 
mann’s silence that the crime is 
still unsolved, and said he had 
made no plan for another re¬ 
prieve. 


Day Charged With 
Slaying Loeb 


ALTUS, Okla., Feb. 21. UP) 
The 6-year-old daughter of a 
prosperous farm couple died to¬ 
day, an hour after a Negro sought 
for a vicious attack on the girl 
and her mother had been shot and 
fatally wounded by a posse of 100 
men. 

The girl, Alice Othello Wilson, 
succumbed in a Mangum hospital 
a few minutes after a skull opera¬ 
tion hail been attempted to re¬ 
move pressure on her brain. 

Her mother. Mrs. Alice Wilson. 
31. wife of Marcus P. Wilson, of 
near Blair, lay in a critical condi¬ 
tion in the same hospital, her head 
bearing wounds inflicted with a 
pickaxe. 

The Negro suspect. Willie Jones, 
25. former Texas convict, was 
surrounded by a posse in a clump 
of woods 12 miles northeast of 
Blair He was called on to sur¬ 
render, but started running. Four 
blasts of buckshot from sawed off 
shotguns brought him down. 

Five other Negroes were held 
for investigation in the attack. 

Mrs. Wilson and her daughter 
were beaten late yesterday, pre¬ 
sumably, officers said, with rob¬ 
bery as a motive. They were 
found by Alice’s sister. Margala, 
9, upon return from school.

KAN FRANCISCO, Feb 21. lA’i 
Rain of cloudburst proportions 
swelled Ihe Sacramento river to¬ 
day and at Colusa, 135 miles north, 
the overflow was expected to in¬ 
undate the entire countryside. 

The weather bureau here fore¬ 
cast the approach of another 
storm with more precipitation. 

Four inches of rain fell last 
night at Krnnett, north of Colusa. 
Three inches were recorded at 
Dasably, and two at Redding and 
Dunsmuir. It was estimated the 
river, now at 24 feet, will rise to 
27 or 28 feet, the danger mark 
for Colusa, within 36 hours 


OSAKA, Japan, Feb. 21. UP) 
An earthquake extending over 10 
prefectures killed five persons and 
injured 16 seriously today in this 
seaport on the southern section 
of the main island of Japan, a 
police survey showed. 

Twelve buildings were destroyed 
and 17 damaged badly. Interur- 
ban railways, telephone and tele¬ 
graph lines were disrupted tem¬ 
porarily during the earth shock 
this morning, hut were restored 
this afternoon. 


Orange county has received 
$64,483.75 for road building and 
maintenance, from motor vehicle 
registration fees paid in 1935. A 
further settlement from Ihe state, 
for approximately $1200 is ex¬ 
pected this month, according to 
the office of County Auditor W.

A total of 51,473 automobiles 
were registered in Orange county 
last year. 

In the state as a whole, motor¬ 
ists contributed $2,917,918.31 in 
1935 to develop county roads, and 
a like amount to build and main¬ 
tain state highways, according to 
information broadcast by Gover¬ 
nor Merriam. He announced that 
checks are being mailed to coun¬ 
ty treasurers for final apportion¬ 
ments due on last year’s registra¬ 
tions. 

The 65 per cent of vehicle reg¬ 
istration fees, or $5,835,836.62, al¬ 
lotted equally in 1935 to state and 
county highway development, was 
$391,638.38 larger than the 
amount apportioned in 1934. 

Los Angeles county, with 916,- 
842 registrations, receives $1,- 
186.463.03 as its share of the 
1935 apportionment.

white troops took another slice of 
Ethiopia today, starting a new ad¬ 
vance southward but without fir¬ 
ing or hearing a shot. 

The Ethiopian army of Ras 
Mulugheta, minister of war, con¬ 
tinued fleeing to the south.

Union Upheld As Peace 
Bulwark; Germany And 
Italy Near Treaty 


PARIS. Feb. 21. <7pi France's 
former Premier Edouard Herriot 
lent his support today to ratifica¬ 
tion of the Franco-Soviet mutual 
assistance pact, defending the 
Soviet Union before the chamber 
of deputies as a bulwark of Euro¬ 
pean peace. 

The attitude of the former 
president of the dominant radical 
Socialist party, however contrast¬ 
ed sharply to that of Jacques 
Doriot, former leader of the 
French Communist party, who 
denounced the Soviet Union as a 
subversive force. 

Debate Adjourned 
The debate on proposed ratifica¬ 
tion of the pact by the chamber 
the last step necessary to make it 
e f f e c t i v e—was adjourned until 
next Wednesday after these two 
speeches. 

Herriot told the deputies yester¬ 
day the Soviet Union, with an 
army of 1,300,000 soldiers and 
3,500,000 reserves, was a loyal and 
powerful ally of France, affording 
the strongest argument for ratifi¬ 
cation of the treaty. 

Hits Debt Failure 
Herriot reproached the chamber 
for France’s failure to pay her 
World war debts to the United 
States in trying to explain why 
the French government had failed 
to negotiate a settlement of the 
about 200,000,000 francs interest 
and principle due on pre-war Rus¬ 
sian bonds.

UP) 
A record yield per acre of corn 
lias just been harvested by Purdue 
university on Its experimental 
farm, demonstrating to farmers 
once again the benefits of a 
planned program of fertilization. 

Land on the Jennings county 
experiment field- an expanse of 
800,000 acres in southeastern In¬ 
diana — which had been treated 
with limestone, an application of 
manure on the clover sod, and 
fertilized with a phosphate-potash 
fertilizer, yielded 120.7 bushels of 
com per acre, of which 97 per cent 
was sound and marketable. 

The highest yield in the 15 
years of the farm's operation, it Is 
being hailed by Purdue as a great 
victory for scientific farming. 

The corn was grown on the 
same type of soil on which A. C. 
Brown of Ripley county, Indiana, 
produced an official five-acre yield 
of 143.4 bushels to win the state's 
five-acre contest.

All the Cincinnati changes, he 
said, have helped the club. 

“Some day, maybe this year,” 
Rickey declared, “that team will 
wake up some morning and say 
to itself, ’I’m good.' And when 
the Reds decide to say that, they 
won’t be stopped.” 

The St. Louis general manager 
said he hoped to have all troubles 
with Dizzy Dean, star hurler, 
ironed out soon. Dean's contract, 
Rickey said, will not be disposed 
of by the Cardinals. 

“Dean is a great ball player, a 
wonderful pitcher. But no one 
player can be greater than his 
team,” he said.

Record Crowd 

Los Angeles Turf Club officials 
went ahead with plans to handle 
a record crowd, ignoring unfavor¬ 
able weather forecasts on the 
grounds that after a week or more 
of rain the idea was no novelty 
and forecasts couldn’t scare any¬ 
one away. 

They expect 50,000 or more, 
they hope it will be 60,000 or 
more, and will be overwhelmed if 
it is 70,000 or more.

$750,000 Drain Needed 
to Handle Water in 
Southern Section 


The only answer to the flood 
and mud conditions on streets in 
the south end of Santa Ana dur¬ 
ing heavy rains is a storm drain 
that would cost the city *750,000, 
City Engineer J L McBride said 
today 

Answering questions from prop¬ 
erty owners in the vicinity of St. 
Gertrude place, Cypress street in 
the 2000 neighborhood, and other 
streets just north of Delhi. Mr. 
McBride pointed out reasons for 
the conditions there during the 
rainy season, and possible alterna¬ 
tives. 

One property owner said chil¬ 
dren en route to the Edison school 
at times were unable to cross the 
streets, which were a morass of 
mud, and often ran water from 
curb to curb. 

“Not Fair to City" 

“True,” said Engineer McBride, 
“but most property owners in that 
section of town bought lots on un¬ 
paved streets. Streets in other 
sections of town were in many in¬ 
stances paved by property assess¬ 
ment. I do not feel it is fair for 
the city to contract for the cost 
of such improvements, when the 
owners themselves did not wish to 
undertake it 

“But even though those streets 
were paved to their full widths it 
would be impossible to escape the 
flood conditions. On South Main 
street at present the same situa¬ 
tion exists. The very expensive 
storm drain would be the only al¬ 
ternative.” 

Cites Improvements 

Mr. McBride cited great im¬ 
provements that had been made in 
the territory immediately adjacent 
to the Edison school, where a cul¬ 
vert for storm run-off was In¬ 
stalled under the Civil Works ad¬ 
ministration two years ago. Until 
that time, he said, during rains it 
was impossible to park a car with¬ 
in a block of the school. 

Some property owners also ob¬ 
jected to the fact that where a 
storm drain empties at Orange av¬ 
enue and St. Gertrude place there 
were no grills or protection placed 
across the opening. It was felt 
that protection was needed at that 
point, for children playing there 
with boats. 

The city engineer said in answer 
that not only was the opening too 
small to admit a child large 
enough to be playing there, but a 
grill would serve to catch leaves, 
weeds and rubbish and stop up the 
drain at times when the run-off 
was necessary. 

“Doing Best It Can" 

"I know that conditions are not 
good in the south end of town, and 
in the Delhi district,” he said, “but 
the city, operating with limited 
funds, is doing the best it can to 
correct what evils exist there. 

“Until we have more to spend 
on street improvements, which will 
not be until the natural upswing 
of business increases our tax rev¬ 
enues, we will be forced to get by 
with temporary improvements. 

"State tax money, which some 
felt should be used for the purpose 
of repairing streets at random 
through the city, are not available 
for that purpose, as they are dis¬ 
tinctly allocated for use on state 
highways running through cities."

Automobile dealers of Orange 
county are facing the apparent 
certainty of double, taxation on 
new and second-hand cars they 
have in stock at noon March 2. 
And they probably will nave plenty 
of automobiles on hand. 

County Assessor James Sleeper 
outlined this situation today and 
suggested a means for alleviating 
the burdensome condition. 

Webb’s Ruling 

Attorney General U. S. Webb 
has ruled that any new or second¬ 
hand car in stock on that date, 
which does not have 1936 license 
plates, must be assessed by county 
assessors. The annual assessment 
period for county taxes begins 
March 2 Mr. Sleeper and other 
county assessors will begin assess¬ 
ing property and collecting per¬ 
sonal property taxes on that date. 

In order to escape this personal 
property tax it is expected that 
factories and general distributor!? 
will unload as many cars as pos¬ 
sible on retail dealers before 
March 2. This, explained Mr. 
Sleeper, will leave the retail deal¬ 
ers facing the biggest part of the 
double tax burden. For the state 
also will tax these automobiles. 

1.7 p to Countican 

Last year the state took over 
collection of the tax on automo¬ 
biles It was unoerstood that the 
counties no longer would impose 
a personal property tax on cars. 

"I had hoped and expected that 
I was through assessing automo¬ 
biles. and I have no desire to do 
so this year, for the state has 
taken over this source of revenue,” 
said Mr. Sleeper. "But. the at¬ 
torney general has ruled other¬ 
wise ” 

Cars received after March 2 
will not be taxable locally, Mr. 
Sleeper explainer!. 

Tells His Offer 

In order to assist local dealers 
as far as possible to avoid the 
burden of this impending double 
tax, Mr. Sleeper said that if. on 
March 2. the dealers have put up 
with the state the necessary 
money for licenses, he will not 
assess the cars they have in stock 
March 2. This wiP enable dealers 
to escape payment of the county 
fax. which was intended to be re¬ 
moved when the state took over 
taxat ion of cars. 

The weight of this double tax 
burden is evident in figures made 
public by Mr Sleeper. A new 
car assessed at $400 will have to 
pay a state tax of $10.50. The 
county tax would be $17.12. To 
carry the matter a little farther, 
when the car is ultimately sold, a 
sales tax of about $25 will be im¬ 
posed against it. Altogether the 
car assessed at $400 would have 
to pav a total tax of $52 62 on 
this basis. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. UP) 
President Pvoosevelt said today he , 
hoped there would be legislation 
placing all postmasterships under | 
the civil service. 

While not specifying action at 
this session, the President told his | 
press conference he expects to 1 
continue conferences on the sub- ' 
ject. 

He remarked that he advocated 
such a proposition as far back as 
1913. 

First, second and third class 
postmasters do not come under 
the civil service now. 

As various emergency agencies 
of the government become perma¬ 
nent. Mr. Roosevelt said he ex¬ 
pected their employes to be cov- 1 
ered by civil service regulations. 

The President did not designate 
which agencies he had in mind. In | 
his budget message to congress, 
however, he said that the success 
of the AAA ami Civilian Con¬ 
servation corps warranted their ! 
designation as “regular activities” 
of the government. 

The AAA was killed that same 
day by the supreme court but the 
pending soil conservation-subsidy 
farm bill would set up a perma¬ 
nent state aid system. 


SAN FRANCISCO. Feb. 21 UP) 
California employment maintained 
levels well above » year ago dur¬ 
ing January. 

The official survey marie by the 
state division of labor showed 
factory employment 6.5 per cent 
higher than a year ago, on the 
basis of 1244 firms answering 
questionnaires. 

Public utilities had 5.1 per cent 
more employes or the rolls than 
in January last year, wholesalers 
had 5.4 per rent more and retail¬ 
ers 7.4 per cent more. 

Factory payrolls were up 13.5 
per cent from last year, utilities 
up 9.2 per cent, wholesale up 6.4 
and retail up 8.9 Average week¬ 
ly wages per employe averaged 
higher than a year ago by smaller 
margins. 

Trends in employment, payrolls 
and average wages were down¬ 
ward during January, as compared 
with December. Employment re¬ 
ceded along seasonal lines, com¬ 
parison with past records showed 
Payroll and wage declines were a 
little more than seasonal, pos¬ 
sibly because of a little decrease 
in the number of hours worked 
as industry slackened its pace. 
Employment was 3.5 per cent 
lower, payrolls 6.5 and wages 3.1

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 21. (/P)— 
Edson Abel, secretary of the state 
prorate commission, said yester¬ 
day that California had not had 
sufficient experience with the con¬ 
trolled marketing of crops to ven¬ 
ture any conclusion as to the ef¬ 
fect upon consumer prices. 

Abel was testifying before the 
state assembly committee on agri¬ 
cultural marketing which opened 
a three-day session in the state 
building here. 

“Such facts as are at present 
available do not indicate that any 
detrimental effect upon consumer 
prices is attributable to the con¬ 
trolled marketing under the AAA 
agreements and the state prorat¬ 
ing agreement,” Abel said. 

It was brought out that the 
AAA agreements are still in effect 
despite the adverse ruling by the 
supreme court in the Hoosac Mills 
case. 

John Phillips, of Banning, chair¬ 
man of the assembly committee 
said the agreements made by di¬ 
rect contract between the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture and the pro¬ 
ducers were not affected by the 
court, decision. 

Chairman Phillips said his com¬ 
mittee was endeavoring to obtain 
facts to guide the next legislature 
in either abolishing marketing 
control or strengthening the pres¬ 
ent law.

AVOCADOS NET 
HIGH RETURN 


Indications point to a possibility 
that those Southern California av¬ 
ocado growers participating in the 
industry's 1936 cooperative mar¬ 
keting program may receive as 
much or more for this season's 
crop than they did for that of last 
season. This may be brought about 
despite this year’s avocado crop 
being only half as large as that 
of last, season, according to Mana¬ 
ger George B. Hodgkin of the 
Calavo Growers of California. 

The latest monthly pool to be 
paid out in full brought avocado 
growers a 71 per cent greater 
total in cash returns—on a 49 per 
cent smaller tonnage of fruit, than 
did pool 3 a year ago. For fruit 
in this latest (Decemberl pool, 
growers received $55,876 in cash, 
compared with $33,369.60 for the 
same pool a year ago. A total of 
45,800 packed boxes were handled 
in pool 3 of this season, against. 
75.840 in the same pool of last 
season. The average return per 
box this December was almost 
three times that of December, 
1954. 

Ar.o’her indication of the in¬ 
creased demand, brought about 
during the past year by the co¬ 
operative growers’ carefully- 
planned advertising and general 
marketing program, is that the 
total returns to growers for the 
first quarter of this current season 
were actually greater than those 
of a year ago, despite only 40 per 
cent as many fruit, being handled 
this season.

Almost every family has its fa¬ 
vorite recipe for cherry pie so 
today's suggestions will be con¬ 
fined to some of the more unusual 
ways of serving cherries. The fol¬ 
lowing recipe for cherry cobbler- 
pie ma„ be used with either the 
canned or fresh cherries and is a 
real two-in-one dessert — much 
easier and prettier to serve than 
a true cobbler and more elaborate 
than pie. 

CHERRY COBBLER-PIE 

Cake Topping 

3 tablespoons butter 
'/•i cup sugar 
1 egg 

1 cup Drifted Snow ' Home-Perfect¬ 
ed'' Flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
‘4 teaspoon salt 
‘a rup cherry juice, or milk 
Cream butter and sugar to¬ 
gether thoroughly; add egg and 
beat well. Sift flour and measure; 
sift again with baking powder and 
salt; add to first mixture alter¬ 
nately with cherry juice or milk.

Pastry 

Line a 10-inch fie tin with pie 


crust, and build up fluted edge. 
Place cherries in pie shell, and 
spread sugar mixed with flour 
(with cherry juice added, If canned 
cherries are used) over them. 

Cover with cake topping, and 
bake in moderately hot oven, 375 
degrees, for 50 to 60 minutes. 
Serve hot, topped with whipped 
cream. Six servings. 

Spiced cherries make a delicious 
new relish to serve with baked 
ham or fried chicken. Tie the fol¬ 
lowing whole spices in a cheese¬ 
cloth bag: Four whole cloves, two- 
inch stick of cinnamon bark, one 
small piece of ginger root and six 
whole allspice berries. Add spice 
bag and H cup vinegar to a No. 2 
can of sour pitted cherries and' 
boil gently for 20 minutes. Re¬ 
move spice bag and serve relish 
either hot or cold. 

Maraschino cherries are famous 
as a colorful garnish for all types 
of desserts and salads. An amus¬ 
ing pinwheel sandwich is made by 
spreading a thin slice of bread, cut 
from the long side of the loaf, 
with a pimiento cheese spread and 
rolling the bread like a jelly roll 
around a center core of maras¬ 
chino cherries placed close to¬ 
gether so that when the roll is 
sliced there is a cherry heart in 
each sandwich. These cherry- 
cheese rolls should be allowed to 
stand in the ice box for several 
hours before slicing.

(Fullerton Daily News-Tribune) 
Certain instances of tyrannical 
action on the part of Los Angeles 
"border patrol” officers endeavor¬ 
ing to stem the tide of indigent 
immigrants show how easy it is 
for officialdom to abuse usurped 
powers in such cases. A few of 
the victims of the patrol martinets 
relate stories suggestive of Russia. 
If heavy damage suits do not re¬ 
sult from some of the acts of the 
officers it will be because of ex¬ 
cessive and unusual tolerance on 
the part of the victims. 

Certainly no legal astuteness is 
necessary to see that attempts to 
stop the free passage of citizens 
from one state to another are 
clearly an affront to the federal 
constitution. If “vagrancy” 
charges can be made to stick or 
the dubious expedient of "suspi¬ 
cion" invoked, then the law may 
be fairly evaded in some cases. A 
red-blooded American, however, 
conscious of his constitutional 
rights, would be perfectly justi¬ 
fied in shooting his way through 
official obstruction if necessary. 

The "border patrol" may at¬ 
tempt to justify itself by catching 
a few criminals, but in essence it 
has no standing and is wholly un- 
American. The rock pile is more 
practical—and legal.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Was 
ft Secretary Dan Ropers face 
red; 

At recent conferences, the Presi¬ 
dent repeatedly has expressed 
skepticism of estimates placing

greatly aroused at the last meet¬ 
ing of the National Emergency

”10,650,000 unemployed” in a YVPA 
report submitted by Harry Hop¬ 
kins. 

Questioned about the source of 
this figure, Hopkins said it had 
been compiled by Robert Nathan, 
a member of the committee of ex¬ 
perts that had drafted the original 
Social Security Act. Hopkins 
added that Nathan had made the 
estimate public. 

“What agency is Nathan con¬ 
nected with now?” asked the 
President. 

None of the many New Deal 
chiefs present knew, including 
Secretary of Commerce Roper. 

In the general discussion of un¬ 
employment statistics which fol¬ 
lowed. Secretary Roper was par¬ 
ticularly critical of the Nathan 
estimate. He characterized it as 
“guess work,” declared that its 
publication was “unfortunate.” 

At this point, a White House 
clerk tiptoed to the President and 
handed him a slip of paper. Mr. 
Roosevelt glanced at it, thon burst 
out laughing. 

“I’ve located Mr. Nathan,” he 
said. “And it’s a good joke on you, 
Dan. He is on the staff of your 
bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce.” 

Note: Nathan’s unemployment 
estimate was based on a private, 
personal study, and in making it 
public he stated specifically that it 
was an individual view with no 
official connection. How it got 
into the WPA report was not ex¬ 
plained.

The briefs read amazingly like a 
plea for a new NRA; that is, for 
that portion of the NRA which ex¬ 
empted business from the anti- 
monopoly law's. 

Little has been heard about the 
Sugar Institute rase. But in legal 
and commercial circles it is rated 
one of the most important and far- 
reaching to come before the court 
in years. 

At stake is the vital question of 
whether the long-standing anti¬ 
trust law’s shall be construed to 
prohibit collective action to fix 
prices and regulate intra-industry 
competition. Under the NRA, 
business, in exchange for labor and 
consumer concessions, w’as per¬ 
mitted to enjoy greatly desired 
privileges. 

In the Sugar Institute case, 
pow'erful business interests are 
seeking a supreme court interpre¬ 
tation of the anti-trust laws that 
will allow them to continue doing 
so—without giving labor and the 
consumer any protective provi¬ 
sions in return. 

If the court should hold with 
the Sugar Institute members, it 
would mean, in effect, that they 
had gained virtually everything 
sought from the NRA—without 
the restraints contained in that 
law r . 

Among the powerful groups 
filing briefs supporting the Sugar 
Institute are the (’otton Textile 
Institute. Window Glass Manufac¬ 
turers, National Lumber Manufac¬ 
turers. and a large aggregation of j 
industries associated under the j 
title of the Consumer Goods In- i 
dustries Committee.

Local Control Best 

A T LAST there seems to be a promising start toward 
a satisfactory liquor control system in California to 
take the place of the bungling politics and worse of the 
present system. 

Yesterday committees of county supervisors and city 
officials, including some from Santa Ana, met in Los 
Angeles to draw up a tentative program calling for re¬ 
moval of control from the state board of equalization and 
return of a large measure of it to the cities and counties. 

One measure proposed calls for the setting up of a 
state liquor authority, appointed by the governor for a 
long staggered term, and thus removed as far as possible 
from politics. It would issue and revoke licenses, but 
only after adequate notice to local officials and ample 
opportunity for protest. Local authorities would have 
the right summarily to suspend licenses pending a hearing 
and to ask for revocation of licenses. 

It also would strengthen local control by providing 
that the revenue from local licenses go to the cities and 
counties, with the state getting only a limited amount for 
administration. This would reduce the enormous sums 
being spent and wasted by the state board of equalization. 

This is a good start. We would like to see the super¬ 
visors and city officials get behind a good sensible local 
option program that would avoid the mistakes both of 
the former prohibition era and of the present bungling 
system.
